FUND  DRIVE  GAINS  MOMENTUM 


BOARD  OF  COUNCILORS 
OVER  THE  TOP 

The  Avila  College  Board  of  Coun- 
cilors, the  Official  Family  Section  of 
the  Avila  Action  in  Arts  Fund,  sur- 
passed their  goal  of  $50,000.  Norman 
P.  Gordon,  section  chairman,  reported 
gifts  of  $68,575  with  84%  of  the  pros- 
pects reported.  This  was  the  first 
section  to  go  over  its  goal.  Hats  off 
to  the  Official  Family  Section! 

The  first  general  report  conference  for  the 
Avila  Action  in  Arts  Fund  Campaign  was  held 
on  February  18,  at  Avila  College.  Campaign 
workers  from  all  sections  were  there  to  report 
progress.  Alfred  J.  Blasco,  General  Chairman 
of  the  million-dollar  fund  drive,  presided. 
Section  by  section  the  chairmen  reported 
their  totals  and  percentages.  Simultaneously 
these  amounts  were  recorded  on  the  PRO- 
GRESS REPORT  BOARD  which  had  been 
donated  especially  for  this  occasion  by  the 
Kansas  City  Sign  Association. 

The  results  tabulated  were  as  follows: 
OFFICIAL  FAMILY  SECTION  (Avila  Board  of 
Councilors)  — Norman  P.  Gordon,  Chairman. 
Reported  $68,575  subscribed  on  a goal  of 
$50,000,  or  137%  of  goal  with  84%  of  all 
prospects  reported. 

FIRMS  AND  FOUNDATIONS  SECTION  — 
Helm  Lillis,  Chairman. 

Reported  $56,450  subscribed  on  a goal  of 
$375,000  or  15%  of  goal  with  18%  of  all 
prospects  reported. 

SIGNIFICANT  INVESTORS  SECTION  — 
William  D.  Webb,  Chairman. 

Reported  $18,223.65  subscribed  on  a goal 
of  $200,000  or  9%  of  goal  with  10%  of  all 
prospects  reported. 

ALUMNAE  SECTION  — 

Mrs.  Charles  Brenneke,  Chairman. 
Reported  $5,116.00  subscribed  on  a goal 


of  $45,000  or  11.3%  of  goal  with  9%  of 
all  prospects  reported. 

PARENTS  SECTION  — 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Anthony  D’Agostino, 
Chairman. 

Reported  $1,355  subscribed  on  a goal  of 
$25,000  or  5%  of  goal  with  8%  of  all 
prospects  reported. 

Blasco  reported  that  miscellaneous  gifts 
totaled  $875.00.  The  total  of  all  sections 
reached  $150,594.65  or  15%  of  the  goal  with 
less  than  13%  of  all  prospect  cards  returned. 
He  pointed  out  that  these  figures  indicated 
only  the  amount  previously  sent  to  the  cam- 
paign headquarters  and  did  not  include  the 
contributions  that  were  turned  in  at  the 
meeting  that  night. 

Blasco  urged  all  the  workers  to  get  their 
assignments  completed  as  soon  as  possible 
so  that  the  audit  committee  could  include 
them  in  the  next  report.  “The  next  report," 
he  said,  “should  be  a significant  one.  The 
gifts  turned  in  at  this  meeting,  our  first 
general  report  conference,  will  be  reflected 
in  the  next  total.” 

He  thanked  those  who  had  already  given 
to  the  drive,  but  he  cautioned:  “We  still  have 
a long  way  to  go.  We  must  not  relax.” 

Sister  Olive  Louise  Dallavis,  CSJ,  Presi- 
dent of  Avila  expressed  her  gratitude.  “We 
are  confident  that  industry,  business,  and 
our  own  alumnae,  parents,  and  friends  will 
answer  our  only  appeal  for  capital  funds. 

The  Second  Report  Conference  will  be 
on  March  4.

Over  three  hundred  Avila  College  students 
gathered  in  the  college  dining  room  on 
February  17,  to  launch  “The  Avilanche”  a 
student  week  to  show  their  support  for  the 
Avila  Action  in  Arts  Fund,  a one-million 
capital  fund  campaign  to  build  a new  fine 
arts  center  on  “their”  campus. 

Kathy  Paradoski,  student  government 
president,  told  the  students:  “The  day  of 
positive  and  constructive  action  is  here!  We 
care  about  “our”  Avila,  its  needs  and  its 
future.  We  must  show  our  support  by  action 
and  not  just  lip  service.  This  means  that  we 
will  invest  our  money  in  the  student  cam- 
paign. We  will  openly  pledge  our  support  to 
the  first  capital  fund  campaign  of  the  college.” 

Posters,  banners,  buttons,  and  bumper 
stickers  appeared  all  over  the  campus. 
“Remember  the  Avilanche!”  “Support  your 
local  Avilanche!”  The  buttons  and  car  stick- 
ers were  the  gift  of  a friendly  Kansas  City 
company. 


Harry  Miller,  disc  jockey  for  KUDL  radio, 
was  master  of  ceremonies  at  the  noon  rally. 
The  campaign  mascot,  “Art,”  a 225-pound 
St.  Bernard  dog,  made  a grand  entrance 
wearing  a hand-tailored  coat  inscribed  with 
the  words:  “Put  your  money  in  Art”  on  one 
side  and  “Support  the  Avilanche”  on  the 
other.  Art  (whose  real  name  is  Pete  in  private 
life)  returned  to  campus  several  times  during 
the  week. 

David  Newman,  co-director  of  the  Avila 
Action  in  Arts  Fund,  explained  the  procedure 
of  making  a gift  investment.  Kathy  Paradoski 
placed  the  first  pledge  in  the  keg  Art  carried 
around  his  neck. 

Ninety-four  student  volunteers  have  offered 
to  contact  other  students  for  the  drive. 

Kathy  Paradoski  expressed  the  hope  that 
Kansas  Citians  would  join  the  students  in 
helping  to  make  the  fund  drive  a success 
and  the  fine  arts  center  a reality.

Dr.  Kimball,  a native  of  Boston,  did  his 
undergraduate  work  at  Northeastern  Univer- 
sity and  received  his  master’s  and  doctor’s 
degrees  from  Harvard  University.  He  is  a 
fellow  of  the  Institute  of  Electrical  and  Elec- 
tronics Engineers  and  a member  of  Tau  Beta 
Pi  and  of  the  American  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Science.  He  is  the  author  of 
many  articles  in  scientific  journals  and  busi- 
ness and  management  publications. 

He  is  a director  of  Trans  World  Airlines 
and  of  Hallmark  Cards.  He  is  a Trustee  of 
the  Committee  for  Economic  Development, 
the  Hallmark  Foundation,  the  Menninger 
Foundation,  and  the  University  of  Missouri 
at  Kansas  City. 

He  became  interested  in  painting  in  1954 
while  visiting  in  Kansas.  Since  then  he  has 
become  an  accomplished  artist  devoting 
Saturday  and  Sunday  afternoons  as  well  as 
his  vacations,  to  working  with  oils,  polymers, 
and  water  colors.  The  public  is  invited  to  the 
exhibit  of  his  work  in  Marian  Center  at  Avila 
College.  Gallery  hours  are  from  9 to  5 daily.

On  February  5,  the  presidents  of  Avila 
College  and  Rockhurst  College  made  a joint 
announcement  of  the  appointment  of  Dr. 
Blanche  H.  Dow  as  consultant  to  both 
colleges  for  the  planning  of  cooperation 
between  the  two  institutions.  Both  will  be- 
come coeducational  in  September. 

Dr.  Dow  was  president  of  Cottey  College 
in  Nevada,  Missouri,  from  1949  to  1965.  She 
is  past  president  of  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  University  Women  and  has  served  on 
many  national  educational,  human  relations, 
and  UNESCO  commissions. 

NEW  RESIDENCE  HALL 

Avila  College  is  so  new  and  building  is  so 
much  a part  of  things  that  there  wasn’t 
even  a ground-breaking  ceremony  when  the 
second  residence  hall  was  begun  in  January. 
The  Randall  Kelly  Construction  Company, 
which  submitted  the  lowest  of  the  competi- 
tive bids,  has  already  completed  excavation 
for  the  new  building  that  will  accommodate 
125  students.  Construction  costs  are  being 
met  through  a government  loan  of  $858,000. 

When  this  residence  hall  is  completed  in 
November,  1969,  it  will  be  the  sixth  building 
completed  since  1963. 

The  fine  arts  building  will  be  next.  When 
the  Avila  Action  in  Arts  Fund  Drive  reaches 
a successful  conclusion,  construction  will 
begin.
